Christian A. Herter was unani- 
mously confirmed by the Sen- 
ate as Secretary of State today 
less than three hours after the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee gave his nomination its 
unanimous approval. The vote 

to confirm ‘was 93 to 0. 


Both the Senate and its com- 
mittee acted swiftly to provide 
Herter with the authority 
needs to participate effectively 
in the Western foreign minis- 
ters meeting in Paris April 
29. The new Secretary plans 
to leave the Capital for the 
meeting on Monday. 


_ . The Senate acted after ma- 
jority leader Lyndon B. John- 
son of Texas, said: 

“I not only want Mr.. Hert- 
er to kuow-——I want the whole 
world to know—-that we are 
united behind him as Secre- 
tary of State.” 

Praised at Hearing. 

Herter was praised and ques- 
tioned at a Foreign Relations 
Committee hearing lasting less 
than an hour this morning. 

Chairman J. William Ful- 
bright (Dem.), Arkansas, said 
all 17 mémbers waived the rule 
that requires nominations to 
lie over six days before a vote 
is taken. He said this was “an 
exceptional circumstance.” 

Quick action, Fulbright said, 
would help dispel reports there 
was a “division of opinion” 
about the Hertef nomination. 

Of the committee members 
present at the hearing, several 
of whom served with Herter 
in the House in the 1940s, only 
Senator Wayne L. Morse 
(Dem.), Oregon, questioned the 
nominee at any length. Morse 
asked a series of theoretical 
questions on aspects of the 
Berlin crisis. | . 

If the Russians willfully and 
deliberately shot down Ameri- 
can planes in the cogridor lead- 
ing to Berlin, would that con- 
stitute an act of war, Morse 
wanted to know. 

“I would think so,” Herter 
replied, 

Morse then asked whether 
the United States would feel 
free to use nuclear bombs 
against the Soviet Union in 
that event. 

“No, not in the initial stages,” 
Herter said. The United States, 
he went on, would have to take 
limited «protective measures 
and “if it became clear the 
Russians wanted all-out war, 
then we would have to think 
seriously about our position,” 

The matter would be placed 
before Congress if time permit- 
ted, Herter said, noting, that de- 
cisions might have to be made 
in a matter of seconds. 

Herter entered and left the 
crowded hearing room on 
crutches, which he uses be- 
cause of an arthritic condition

SCOTTSBORO, Ala., April 21 
(AP)—For 24 hours 13 cave 
explorers crouched in the cave, 
wondering if it would be their 
tomb.

The next morning the water 
receded endugh to allow four 
inches of breathing spacé in 
the crawlway that led to free- 
dom. 

One. by one; they crawled 
through the narrow  under- 
ground corridor, their chins in 
the water but their noses in 
the air, and found freedom. 
The story came to light yes- 
terday after they rejoined their 
worried families.

They entered the cave Satur- 
day on one of their weekly out- 
ings. Rain caused a stream 
flowing into the cave to over- 
flow. 


INCOMES OF HALF 
OF U.S. FAMILIES 
MORE THAN $5050 


WASHINGTON, April 21 
(UPI)—Half of the nation’s 
families had incomes of more 
than $5050 in 1958—a $20 in- 
crease from 1957’s median fam- 
ily income, the Commerce De- 
partment reported today. 

The increase was more than 
canceled out by rising prices in 
the early part of 1958 so that 
purchasing power of the fam- 
ilies declined slightly. 
Averaging developments for 
the years 1947-57, the depart- 
ment said, real family income 
after taxes has risen about 1% 
per cent a year. One reason 
for the steady improvement 
was the growing proportion of 
wives who work. 

The report showed that there 
was no change in 1958 in in- 
come distribution. Fourteen 
per cent of all families and 
single persons had incomes un- 


fell into the $10,000 or more 
category. The bulk of the in- 
come units fell in the middle 
categories—-22 per cent in the 
$2000-$3999 group; 25 per cent 
between $4000 and $5999 and 
17 ae cent earning $6000- 
7999.

The British embassy an- 
nounced it had asked for a full 
report on the facts in the case 
and had asked to have a con- 
sular representative visit the 
39-year-old dancer. 

National Guard headquarters 
claims the dancer was with her 
Panamanian husband, Robert 
Arias, aboard a fishing launch 
all last week while Arias was 
engaged in a series of move- 
ments with armed men and in 
raising a sunken boat contain- 
ing arms. 

Since last Wednesday the 
government has been expecting 
an invasion aimed at over- 
throwing President Ernesto de 
la Guardia Jr. 

A British Subject. 

Despite her marriage to 
Arias, son of a former Pana- 
manian president, the dancer 
remains a British subject. She 
and her husband, Panama’s 
former ambassador to England, 
have been in Panama since 
January. 

An informant at the Panama 
City jail said Miss Fonteyn 
spent last night very well. She 
slept part of the time in the 
private office of Maj. Jose M.

TOKYO, April 21 (AP)—Red 
China announced today it is 
increasing its military spend- 
ing and foretgn aid program 
this year. At the same time it 
indicated the new peasant com- 
munes are not carrying the

The arms budget rises 16 
per cent to 5,800,000,000 yuan, 
which the Chinese regard as 
the equivalent of $2,500,000,000. 
That doesn’t put China in the 
big four class, but manpower 
is cheap and money buys more 
among the Red Chinese, 

Six hundred million yuan, 
217 per cent more than last 
year, is earmarked for aid to 
other countries. That’s rated at 
about $260,000,000 
These developments, perhaps 
both tied to the Tibetan rebel- 
lion, were disclosed by Finance 
Minister Li Hsein-nein before 
the National People’s Congress 
in Peiping, Red China’s par- 
liament.

“great leap forward.” 

Communes Fall Short. 

Li hinted that the communes 
will not begin eyen this year 
to play the major part ex- 
pected of them. 

Their contributions will be 
11.3 per cent of the total state 
revenue, about the same as last 
year, he said. State enter- 
prises will be called on to 
shoulder 87.9 per cent. Inci- 
dental sources of revenue will 
cover the rest. 

In a further effort to help 
the communes, the government 
will require them to pay only 
5.2 per cent of the total agri- 
cultural production in taxes. 
This. compares to 7 per cent 
exaeted last year. 

Li said 61 per cent of all 
budget expenditures for this 
year will go for economic con- 
struction and 11 per cent for 
social services, culture and 
education. 

Deputy Premier Li Fu-chun, 
chairman of the state planning 
commission, told the 1222 
deputiés that the plan for de- | 
veloping the national economy 
in 1959 “is both grand and 
arduous,” but can be fulfilled. 

The plan, details of which 
have been disclosed previously, 
calls for a 40 per cent increase 
this year in industrial output.

‘Waiting Game.’ 

San Quentin Warden Fred 
Dickson told newsmen all they 
could do was play a “waiting” 
game to prevent harm to the 
woman. “They (the convicts) 
are Vv excited and very emo- 
tional,” he said. “If they were 
calmer, we wouldn't be as wor- 
ried. 

The convicts are Billy Joe 
Wright, 26 years old, and Wil- 

am D. Werner, both sent- 
enced for burglary. 

They had been working in a 
rock quarry outside the prison 
walls. The men ran to the pier 
and out to the end. 

Finding no boat, the fugi- 
tives grabbed a knife lying 
alongside. a woman fishing at 
the end of the pier, She was 
among 20 or 25 persons on the 
pier. Threatening her with the 
knife, they pulled her by the 
hair to the end of the pier.

ate approval of Taft-Hartley 
revisions which labor does not 
want. 

Substitution Proposed. 

Senator Everett M. Dirksen 
of Illinois moved to substitute 
the Administration proposals 
for Taft-Hartley changes for 
those advanced by Senator 
Kennedy. 

If adopted, the Administra- 
tion proposal would outlaw or- 
ganizational picketing, second- 
ary boycotts and another or- 
ganizing device used by unions 
known as “hot cargo” con- 
tracts. 

Otherwise, it does not differ 
substantially from the Kenne- 
dy measure, which would per- 
mit strikers to yote along with 
non-strikers in representation 
elections, ease the way for 
union shop contracts in the 
construction trades industries 
and permit states to assume 
jurisdiction in labor disputes 
which the National Labor Re- 
lations Board refuses to han- 


dle. 

The vote was a smashing

In view of the city’s pressing 
financial needs, the Mayor 
said he would call a conference 
of members of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment 
and aldermanic leaders to 
make plans for submission of 
a charter amendment to the 
voters, 

A decision on when to hold 
an election will have to be 
made, the Mayor said. “It 
should be as soon as practi- 
cable because of the city’s fi- 
nancial position,” he added, 
“but it cannot be too soon. 
We must have time for a cam- 
paign to inform the people of 
the vital need for the addi- 
tional revenue.” 


Amendments Defeated. 


The House debated the bill 
for an hour and a half, voting 
down six proposed amendments 
by large majorities. 

Finally, Representative Luna 
Butler (Dem.), Albany, got the 
floor and said, “It looks like 
we'll be here all day ae 
down amendments.” He mov 
that the delegates vote imme- 
diately on passage of the bill, 
thus shutting off further de- 
bate. 

One of the proposed amend- 
ments, which was voted down, 
would have exempted non-resi- 
dents of the city from paying 
the earnings tax. This amend- 
ment was sponsored by Repre- 
sentative Charles M. Sheppard 
(Rep.), St. Louis county, who 
said the present tax is paid by 
many people who do not work 
in the city, byt who are em- 
Ployed by St. Louis firms, 
which mail out pay checks. 

A number of other St, Louis 
county representatives spoke 
for the amendment, including 
E. J. Cantrell (Dem.), who said: 
“We in St. Louis county have 
our own local governments to 
support. We do not ask St. 
Louis residents to help support 
our government. We are re- 
sponsible enough to take care 
of our own financial problems.”

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Strontium-90 Due to Increase 
- For 10-Years, Scientist Says 


a available evidence indi- 
cates that the level of radio- 
active strontium-90 in the at- 
mosphere will continue to in- 
crease for the next 10 years, 
John M. Fowler, assistant pro- 
fessor of physics at Washington 
University, said last night. 

Fowler and three other 
Washington University scien- 
tists discussed “The Nuclear 
Year in Review” at the first 
annual meeting of the Com- 
mittee for Nuclear Information 
at the Union Avenue Christian 
Church. 

Dr. Erie Reiss of the depart- 
ment of preventive medicine 
said it is becoming ‘absolute‘ly 
essential” that the dairy indus- 
try take action, perhaps with 
governmental help, to find 
ways of reducing the stron- 
tium-90 level in milk. 

The amount of strontium-90 
in milk and other high calcium 
foods is increasing and there 
is no practical substitute for 
milk in diet, Reiss pointed out.

Need for Studies. 
The need for studies by the 
dairy industry to determine 
means of reducing strontium-90 
levels _ milk was emphasized 
lso by Barry Commoner, pro- 
fessor of plant physiology. 

Serious thought should be 
given to a comprehensive study |, 
of milk and — in all parts 
ot the country, Commoner said. 
Recent governmental sufveys 

of strontium-90 in milk have 
included only a few cities, he 
added. 

“It is entirely conceivable 
that some simple change in the 
handling or processing of milk 
could substantially reduce the 
strontium-90 level,” Commoner 
declared. 

Strontium-90, a radioactive 
isotope produted by nuclear ex- 
plosions, has an affinity for 
human bone because of its 
chemical similarity to calcium.

Noble 
explained this was needed now 
because the present parking lot 
is the site of a proposed new 
administration building on 
which construction is sched- 
uled to start soon. 

Opening of hearings yester- 
day before the Ways and Means 
Committee on the controversial 
use tax proposed by Gov.

Several Senate leaders said 
they thought the bill eventually 
will be reported out of the 
committee, where it has been 
stalled for more than a month, 
and that the measure has a 
good chance of finally being 
passed in amended form.

Disarmament Is Paramount 


Basic to all other issues of the 
approaching East-West confer- 
ences is disarmament. That alone, 
and only that, can promise mutual 
benefits so vast as to make agree- 
ment appear highly attractive to 
both sides. 

German unity or at least resto- 
ration of normal intercourse be- 
tween the two halves of that tragi- 
cally truncated nation is a de- 
sideratum. But the world must 
ask further patience of those 
whose leaders twice plunged it 
into war, Above all, they should 
studiously avoid any steps that 
a suspicious neighbor could in- 
terpret as preparation for new 
aggression. 

Just as a growing sense of So- 
viet internal security has led to 

uction of concentration camps 
and other reforms, so a sense of 
external security based on dis- 
armament progress and lessened 
fear of NATO “encirclement” may 
in time create a climate condu- 
cive to gradual restoration of Ger- 
man unity in freedom. 

Disarmament is the basic issue. 
Political reforms will althost in- 
evitably follow.

A Call for Compromise 


The Metropolitan Freeholders 
charged with drafting a plan for 
city-county co-ordination are now 
in the waning weeks of their legal 
existence. The Board recently 
voted 10 to 9 to prepare a plan 
under the district concept. This 
selection is regrettable, as it 
would seem that with the Board 
so nearly evenly divided, some 
compromise could and would be 
found. 

Since any proposal must pass 
in both city and county, it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if either a mer- 
ger or district could be success- 
ful in both jurisdictions. In at- 
tempting to placate the provin- 
cial people and politicians an the 
periphery, the Board has given 
too little thought to the citizens 
of the central city. I will be very 


surprised and _ greatly disap- 
pointed if the district plan passes 
in the city. 


The only hope for passage lies 
in a compromise between a con- 
solidation and a district, such as 
Wie re-entry of St. Louis into St. 
Louis county. : 

This would eliminate the city’s 
tuunty layer of government, as 
the city would become one of the 
county’s myriad municipalities. It 
would not affect any local units 
of government, nor the school 
districts, but it would alleviate 
the possibility of having yet 
another level of local government. 

At a recent meeting of the 
Freeholder Board, the supporters 
of a consolidation suggested such 
a compromise, but the. district 
supporters adamantly refused. It 
is still hoped that a compromise 
of this nature can be made so 
that the work of the Board will 
not have been for naught. 

The Board must find an accep- 
table compromise, or it will emu- 
late the recent City Charter free- 
holders whose refusal to compro- 
mise on the question of alder- 
manic representation cost the 
charter its passage at the polls. 

Lest I be accused of damning 
with faint praise, I would like to 
add my thanks to the Board for 
its valued consideration of our 
area problems. I sincerely hope 
that they can find a compromise 
to suggest a plan that is both pro- 
gressive and popular.

Mr. Bowles is under no illusion about the 
necessity for keeping the United States well 
armed in these uncertain times. Neither 
would he cut off military assistance where it 
can continue to be of real assistance in 
strengthening the free world. He cites West- 
ern Europe, Greece, Turkey, Yugoslavia, Ko- 
rea, Taiwan and Viet Nam as cases where mil- 
itary assistance from the United States con- 
tinues to be essential. ' 

Yet there can hardly be any doubt now that 
the United States has put too many guns in 
its mutual security basket. He names two 
large continents—Africa and South’ America 
—as areas in which military assistance has 
virtually no place. And in that “vast arc of 
Asia that stretches from Lebanon. to Manila,” 
as Mr. Bowles describes it, “the principal 
threat to world peace comes not from Soviet 
tanks and jets but from economic strangula- 
tion, injustice and frustration.” He adds: 

The haphazard granting of American mili- 
tary equipment to governments whose only 
claim to our support is their often fragile 
anti-Communism, seldom actually coincides 
with our long-term security interests, much 
less with those of the people in the country 
concerned. 

The more arms we pour into such situa- 
tions, the more we inflate the power of the 
local army, the easier it is for ambitious of- 
ficers 40 seize power and the further we 
stray from our essential democratic purposes.

An outstanding merit of the Bowles analysis 
is that it proposes specific means for improv- 
ing the conditions and machinery of mutual 
security.

From Road to Rails in Philly 

Would lower transit fares and improved 
service win back riders lost to the private 
automobile? Some striking new evidence 
is in from Philadelphia. 

That city has just completed what appears 
to be a successful six-month experiment to 
see if more trains—not busses or streetcars— 
and lower fares would attract commuters to 
transit. A $160,000 subsidy to the private 
lines helped them cut fares and improve 
service. It has led to a 4.6 per cent increase 
in riders while other commuter runs lost 
about 7 per cent of their patronage; in one 
area, riding rose 15 per cent. 


Philadelphia’s trains have one tremendous 
advantage over St. Louis busses. Running 
on private rights-of-way they are not slowed 
to a crawl by the peak-hour traffic with 
which the bus necessarily must mingle. They 
can make better time than the private car or 
the bus. Speed, frequent service and rea- 
sonable fares can make transit attractive. Is 
there a lesson in this for St. Louis? 


Protecting the Consumer 


Missourians who use electricity, gas, water, 
the telephone or public transit have no army 
of high-priced lobbyists working for them. 
Under the law it is the duty of the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission to guard their inter- 
ests, but just now they must also depend on 
the State Senate Judiciary committee to pro- 
tect them against the possibility of unjustified 
rate increases by many utilities. The issue 
is whether the committee will recommend 
approval of State Senator Kelso Journey’s 
important bill restoring the simple and pre- 
cise utility rate-making formula that the 
Missouri Supreme Court knocked out in 1957. 


Under the formula which the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission had been using before 
the high court’s ruling, a utility’s investment 
for rate-making purposes was determined by 
the original cost of the property less money 
set aside over the years as depreciation. It 
represented a simple, reasonable, easily veri- 
fied and eminently fair method of determin- 
ing the investment to which a fair rate of re- 
turn then could be applied. It also was the 
method established as just by the United 
States Supreme Court, 


But the State Court held that the Commis- * 


sion under the law as it stood must consider 
not only original cost but other factors as well 
—such as what it might cost to reproduce 
new at today’s prices property that was 
bought for much :ess in the past. The basic 
deficiency of this formula is that in effect it 
requires the Public Service Commission to 
use two different scales to weigh the same 
piece of meat. And in its effect it could per- 
mit a utility to earn a profit on an investmént 
it did not make. 

As Senator Journey pointed out, the court’s 
decision amounted to a policy-making deci- 
sion. Since it is the Legislature’s duty to fix 
proper policy for state government, he ar- 
gued, the Legislature also should fix a utility 
rate policy that protects the public and pre- 
vents excessive profits.

In a sizzling desert surrounded by snow- 
capped mauve mountains lies modern Babylon 
with its single basic business — legalized 
gambling. In this oasis thrive two dozen 
major palaces of chance. Along The Strip 
and on Fremont street the visitor may 


dine well in them at low cost, see a top - 


floor show and stake his money on cards, 
dice, roulette and slot machines. G.A: may be 
able to help those Vegans who fall prey to 
the lire of living day after day in the 
atmosphere of America’s own Monte Carlo. 
As the gambling proprietors of the million- 
dollar establishments say, it would be a good 
thing for everybody if the compulsive gam- 
blers who stake every cent they get were 
out of the picture. Few as they are, they 
probably do hurt what is widely advertised 
as the “friendly Western atmosphere.” 

But what they lose on the green baize 
tables is not even a pittance beside’ what 
the tourist and vacationer carry to the 
casino coffers. Pouring in every day and 
every night at a fast clip to be clipped to 
the tune of $200,000,000 annually, they keep 
the oasis green in more ways than one.

The world has been awaiting word from the 
23-year-old god-king since he was forced to 
flee from his kingdom in the high Hima- 
layas last month. Three weeks ago, there 
were doubts that India’s Nehru would allow 
him to speak out. 

During the several days before the Dalai 
Lama’s party reached Tezpur where newsmen 


awaited him, Peiping industriously spread its . 


version of the Tibetan affair over and over, 
Against the will of the people, said Peiping, 
“counter -revolutionary reactionaries” had 


launched a rebellion and kidnaped the Dalai 


Lama, spiriting him out of Tibet “under du- 
ress.”” Now the Dalai Lama has denied this and 
charged that Peiping has violated its pledge 
to respect Tibet’s autonomy, meddled in re- 
ligious and internal affairs, kfiled many lamas 
and sent people into slavery in China. He 
repeated that he had left Tibet of his own 
free will. 

There are few more than a million inhabit- 
ants within the 470,000 square miles of Tibet 
but there are several million more persons 
who owe religious allegiance to the Dalai 
Lama outside the kingdom. They live in 
Bhutan, Sikkim, Kashmir and the Chinese 
provinces of Sikang, Sinkiang and Mongolia, 
And lamaism is to be found here and there in 
several other Chinese provinces.

Harvard Economist Finds Slow Increase in Wages and Prices Can Help Economy _

SAM LEVENSON has a lot 
of fun making jokes about it, 
and the jokes have made him 
a television and night. club 
star, but back of the jokes is 
a genuine concern about the 
manners and morals of the 
American family today.

JUST ABOUT EVERYONE 
who has fooled around with 
houses knows that you’ve got 
to have a’ Stilson wrench to 
take apart a threaded joint in 
pipes but many homes today 
have plumbing systems where 
copper tubing is used, soldered 
joints are employed and to 
take one of these apart re- 
quires a blow torch rather 
than a wrench. 

You can take a soldered 
joint apart by letting the flame 
of a blow torch heat the fitting 
until the solder used to,.make 
the joint melts. At this point 
the tubing can be pulled away 
from the fitting. Better wear 
gloves when you do any pull- 
ing because the chances are

of steel wool and clean off the 
end of the tubing as well as the 
inside of the fitting.

Kents to De Sapio 


NEW YORK, April 21, 


AT A DINNER the other night Carmine De Sapio, New 
York state chairman of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, apparently attacked former Senator Herbert H. Leh- 
man, Thomas K, Finletter and myself. I am not at all 
surprised that he should feel as he does, and I think he has 
a perfect right to express his views. 

He believes that we are trying to tear down the Demo- 
cratic party insNew York state, which shows that he has 
not understood at all the purpose of the movement. Our 
committee wishes to build up the party, to make members 
of the party more active and to give them greater oppor- 
tunity for participation. 


We do believe that those who run the party 
machinery should have consultative status, but we 
do not believe that they should contro! party poli- 
cies. These policies should be made, without co- 
ercion, by party members who are given as great 
a voice as possible and under the leadership of 
such recognized public servants as Senator Leh- 
man, Mr, Finletter, former Gov, Averell Harriman 
and Mayor Robert F. Wagner. 


I have no feeling against Mr. De Sapio as a man or as 
a leader. I only want to see the Democratic party become 
stronger in New York state and win elections. Mr. De 
Sapio must recognize that he lost the last election and he 
can hardly deny that he controlled to a very great extent 
the policies that brought about this defeat. 


HERE IN NEW YORK CITY, and no doubt through- 
out most of the state, a great many ple are watching 
with great interest the whole discussion of the city’s budg- 
et. And in this connection one hopes that the decision to 
re-examine the Board of Education’s salary schedule will 
really bring about some important changes.
